Later in the session Mr. Huiet sug- 
gested that the school bonds be in- 
creased to $3,000,000 and the sewer 
bonds be reduced from $2,000,000 to 
$1,000,000. No action on this sug- 
gestion was taken, however. 

Councilman Harry York said the 
schools represented about “50 per 
cent, from a financial standpoint, of 
the revenues coming in from ad va- 
lorem taxes,” and that “therefore the 
schools should be allocated one-half 
of any amount fixed in a bond issue 
for general purposes.”

the people to ratify it. 

Somebody asked me 
what plan I suggested. 

I am not advocating any “plan.” 

I am advocating a state-wide sys- 
tem of hard-surfaced roads, touching 
every courthouse, to be built economi- 
cally and fairly and justly, and at 
the earliest possible moment. 

I believe our highway board should 
consist of one outstanding business 
man—a young virile man of ability 
and integrity—from each congressional 
district. 1 think they should serve 
without salary, except per diems for 
the regular meetings. I think there 
should be one member of the board 
appointed from the state at large, 
and that the latter should be a thor- 
oughly experienced business executive. 
That man should be made chief ad- 
ministrator at a, salary compatible 
witb his ability, and for his full time. 

The organization should be con- 
gealed and coordinated. The state 
should be the unit in every sense, even 
in engineering and maintenance, — 

Politics should be drastically elim- 
inated. 

Road building is business—and_ big 
business. It should be handled in 
that way. with thoughts only in terms 
of 3,000,000 Georgians. 

Somebody quoted me as saying I 
would send out of the state for such 
an administrator. 

I didn’t say anything of the kind. 

I know there are thousands of men 
in Georgia fully capable to handle 
any executive and administrative job 
assigned to them—it matters not how 
big, how exacting.

A perfectly balanced ration for an 
infant is made up of the proportions 
of fat, protein and sugar which are 
present in human milk and these pro- 
portions are, say, three ounces of fat, 
one ounce of protein, and six ounces 
This is usually tak- 
en as the correct proportion of the 
three food materials in a young in- 
fants diet. Sut as the child grows 
older and more active, the proportion 
of carbohydrate must be correspond- 
ingly increased. 

The well balanced diet or ration 
for a sedentary or resting adult con- 
tains about three ounces of fat, three 
ounces of protein and 13 or 14 ounces 
of carbohvdrate.

CHAPTER XLVI. 
’ Atlanta’s “‘olice Record. 

The protective agencies of a com- 
munity of people are those for which 
the earliest provision must be made. 
No community can survive and flour- 
ish in which there is not sure and 
adequate protection for life, property 
and public peace. In the early and 
unchartered days of Atlanta those agen- 
cies were naturally absent, but as the 
population concentrated and the evi- 


dence of future growth of population 
and trade multiplied, provision had to 
be made for public safety. As already 
noted the earliest government estab- 
lished here was that of a commis- 
sion, and it was charged with the con- 
trol of the general affairs of the ac- 
cumulating village. The lawless ele- 
ment then resident in the city, made 
up of gamblers, drinkers and other 
persons of loose moral character, had 
little respect for authority or law, 
and the business of keeping them 
under any sort of control was a “he- 
man’s” job. Y ae 
One of the first marshals appointed 
for the policing of the town was Ben 
Williford, afterwards sheriff and 
prominent citizen, who had the, cour- 
age and tenacious grip of a_ bulldog. 
He had many a hard fight physically 
with the tough elements, but generally 
managed to subdue-and land his man 
either in court or in the ecalaboose. 
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The outlaws soon learned to come 
along peacefully when Williford laid 
hands upon one of them. That first 
ecalaboose was built on the corner of 
Pryor and Alabama. streets out of 
heavy slabs. It stood squat on the 
sround without a floor, and there is 
a legend that one night a stalwart 
countryman. who had been put in the 
“cooler,” did a “Samson act” by 
turning the calaboose over and walk- 
ing off at liberty. That led to the 
building of a larger, stronger and bet- 
ter anchored calaboose on Broad 
street. Sometimes on days of a show 
or a celebration, the calaboose would 
he filled, and in order to make room 
for later comers the inmates would 
be taken out, lashed with a= strap 
and turned loose with a warning. 
After the incorporation of the eity 
as Atlanta, and the setting up of a 
regular municipal government, mar- 
shal and deputy marshals were -used 
for policing purposes, but after the 
civil war the increased population 
and the congestion in the city of war- 
demoralized, loafers and drifters made 
necessary the organization of a reg- 
ular police foree. The first head of 
the police department elected in 1865 
was Captain G. Whit Anderson, who 
had been a gallant Confederate of- 
ficer, and he was one of the bravest 
men who ever were a uniform in war 
or in civie duty. His first lieutenant

was Lovie P. Thomas. former colone! | 


of the famous 42nd Georgia regiment 
in the Confederate army, that had 
made the most gallant assaults in 
the battle of Atlanta in July, 1864, 
and who afjerwards served many years 
as the sheriff of Fulton county. He 


‘was a man beloved and respected by 


all the people, both for his splendid 
courage and his Christian character. 

These men had committed to them 
by their fellow-citizens the arduous 
task of transforming a condition of 
mobocracy into publie order and eom- 
munity deceney. They did it with 
hands of iron in gloves of velvet, for 
those disposed to resist soon learned 
that their efforts were futile and dan- 
gerous to themselves. Several times 
there were. riotous outbreaks, but 
these officers with a handful of sea- 
soned soldiers, turned patrolmen, were 
able to quickly suppress the rioters 
and restore the peace of the city. 
Later Colonel Thomas became the 
chief of the pelice foree, with such 
sub-officers as Ed. Murphy, W. Y 
Langford and Tim Murphy, all of 
whom will be remembered by the old- 
er citizens as the most courageous 
and efficient protectors that Atlanta 
ever had on its payroll. 

In following years the department 
was under the chieftaincy of such 
competent and trustworthy men as 
General Tige Anderson, Captain Jim

ceptions the police department of At- 
lanta has heen made up of brave and 
reliable men who have given as faith- 


!ful protection to the people as their 


numbers and equipment would allow. 

Whatever troubles have agitated the 
police force and at times demo-lized 
its full efficiency has been due to the 
management of the department by a 
board of police commissioners.  . 
most from its initiation that board, 
without respect to its frequently 
changing personnel, has been satu- 
rated with personal and ward politics, 
ond its bickerings have often become 
the fiercest issues in municipal elec- 
tions. Atlanta in fact, so far as this 
writer has observed during 50 years, 
is the only city in America where 
police polities have so often submerged 
all other issues. This seems true de- 
spite the fact that it has become 
axiomatic that no city can be properly 
policed and its lives and property pro- 
tected by a politically-controlled police 
foree, 

In recent years a more conservative 
and constructive policy has been fol- 
lowed by the board of police commis- 
sioners, and the force has been put 
upon a footing of approximate ade- 
quacy and efficiency. The taking on 
of metropolitan conditions, the’ en- 
largement of the city limits to the 
greater area requiring patrol and pro- 
tection, has made it necessary to or- 
ganize the department upon a higher

New York, January 20.—Call 
money renewed today at 4 per cent 
against the recent rate of 41-2 per 
cent. Nevertheless, there was a re- 
sumption right at the opening of the 
stock market of heavy selling which 


developed late yesterday following the 


publication on the Wall street news 
tickers of the request of Governor 


Crissinger. of the federal reserve board 


through the federai reserve bank here 
information regarding loans of 
member banks of this district on stock 
exchange collateral. Selling of stocks 
today was not confined to speculative 
issues. Investment shares such as At- 
chison, Pullman, New York Central, 
Steel common and General Flectric 
declined with low-priced highly spec- 
ulative stocks, The decline, which 
started late yesterday, was the most 
severe that has been experienced for 
the same number of hours by the stock 
market since early last November, 
when Boston, Philadelphia and other 
federal reserve banks frightened trad- 
ers in the stock market by raising 
their rediscount rate. 

As was to have been expected, many 
theories were advanced by speculative 
Wall street in explanation of the re- 
quest made by Crissinger. Washing- 
ton dispatches quote federal reserve 
officials there as saying that the ac- 
tion in requesting additional informa- 
tion regarding stock exchange loans 
was not taken entirely on the initia- 
tive of the federal reserve board. This 
led some Wall street people to the 
belief that the banks may have been 
behind Crissinger. In this connection 
it was pointed out that for the past 
fifteen years or more there has been 
a steady drift on the part of big and 
little traders in the stock market to 
have banks instead of brokers carry 
stock market commitments. Brokers 
invariably charge higher interest rates 
to customers than banks; hence the 
steady drift by traders from brokers 
to banks. The feeling here is that pub- 
lication by the banks of detailed in- 
formation regarding loans on stock 
exchange collateral will encourage the 
banks to encourage. traders to carry 
stock exchange commitments witb 
them instead of with brokers. Banks 
would not only profit by such a 
eourse but they would be able to keep 
down stock exchange loans reported, 
for there would be no way to separate 
the ordinary loans made to business 
men secured by deposit of stock ex- 
change collateral from the loans mad:# 
to speculative traders in the stock 
market secured by stock exchange col- 
lateral. 

Favorite Theory. 

Another favorite theory advanced 
by Wall street for the request made 
by Crissinger for additional informa- 
tion on stock exchange loans was that 
federal reserve officials are prepar- 
ing for expected attacks on the fed- 
eral reserve system from unfriendty 
congressmen representing farmers and 
others asking for legislation granting 
special government favors. ‘There is 
no doubt but that plans have been 
made for attacking the federal reserve 
system. However, it requires some 
stretch of the imagination to see how 
the request just made by Crissinger 
would disarm unfriendly criticism 
against the federal reserve. The ef- 


fect of making publie large stock ex- 
change loans would be more likely to 
play into the hands of enemies than 
friends of the federal reserve system. 

Speculative Wall street is still mud- 
dled on the request of Crissinger ‘or 
weekly statements from the member 
banks of the New York Federa! Re- 
serve bank, giving two new items, one 
loans of brokers on time and call 
loans, the other loans of brokers made 
for account of out-of-town banks, this 
information to be backed up by a 
voluntarily monthly statement fyom 
the stock exchange covering the 
amount of time and call money bor- 
rowed by its members from banks on 
stock exchange collateral. Those in 
Wall street, however, who have an 
established reputation for thinking 
straight when unexpected develop- 
ments occur, such as the news of the 
request made by Crissinge™, are of the 
opinion that the real explanation for 
Crissinger’s request is u desire on the 
part of government officials, bankers 
and stock exchange: officials to im- 
prove the country’s investing, specu- 
lating and banking machinery. 

In such quarters the belief was ex- 
pressed that, instead of being consid- 
ered harmful, publication of the in- 
formation in question will be highly 
helpful. Those who argue thus are 
of the opinion that the stock market 
broke on this news merely because 
the bull market had grown stale and 
hence a reaction was due. In such 
quarters it is admitted that stock ex- 
change loans are high, but it is added 
that such conditions are due to the 
existing plethora of capital and that 
no signs are in sight of the end of 
our easy credit ‘situation. Some of 
our best bankers here would not be 
surprised to see before the end of 
1926 or 1927 a return to 3 per cent 
time and 2 per cent call money. 

Criticize Company. 

Dillon, Read & Co. is being severe- 
ly criticized in some quarters here 
in Wall street for helping to finance 
the big German steel merger. Some 
people are saying that this firm, is 
showing a lack of loyalty in financing 
a foreign steel combination that will 
be able to undersell our own steel 
manufacturers in home and foreign 
markets. Such talk, however, may be 
put down to jealousy which runs as 
high if not higher here in Wall street 
than in any other part of the coun- 
try, because competition in banking 
in the financial district is severe and 
in suecessfully financing the Dodge 
merger and in other recent new busi- 
ness Dillon, Read has been. getting 
more than its share of such business. 
Crude rubber is taking a prominent 
place just now in our discussions of 
domestic and foreign trade. Rubber 
consumers in this country are being 
made to “pay through the nose” be- 
cause of the high prices being charg- 
edi for crude rubber by British rub- 
ber growers who at the present time 
haye a monopoly of the industry. 
Payments being made by United 
States for high price 1ubber are also 
now a factor in the international 
movement of sterling and gold which 
affects our money market which in 
turn affects general trade. Wall 
street bankers, however, have helped 
finance foreign rubber growers who 
are now gouging our rubber consum- 
ers and these bankers have not been 
subjected to unfriendly criticism.

Preferred Stockholders 
Of Southern Railway 


Richmond, Va., January 20.—(A)— 
The Virginia supreme court of ap- 
peals today refused a rehearing of 
evidence in the case of preferred stock- 
holders of the Soutnern railway, who

over a period of 50 years.

BY JOHN T. FLYNN 


New York, January 20.—ihe wage 
demands of the railroad men is said 
to be the forerunner of several similar 
demands from gome of the larger 
crafts. That being so the survey of 
wages and their purchasing power 
just made by the departinent of labor 
is of prime importance. Thus tar the 
survey shows the state of wages in the 
steel industry. But thig may be taken 
as reflecting industrial conditions 
generally. 

The net result of this survey is to 
show that the purchasing power of 
wages in iron and steel industry is 
34.7 per cent higher than in 1913. 
Wages have risen since that time and 
the price of commodities have also 
risen so that it has been difficult to 
say whether the worker is better off 
or not. But this survey yields a fair- 
ly safe basis for answering this ques- 
tion. The only safe gauge to measure 
Wages by is their purchasing power. 
And now we know that the steel mill 
worker can buy about one-third more 
with the wages he actually receives 
than he eould in 1913, 

Ethelbert Stewart, the chief of the 
bureau of statisticg of the department 
of labor, commenting on these facts, 
Says: 

Marked Increase. 

“In 1920 there was a very marked 
increase in wage rates, and while the 
cost of living took a jump also, the 
spread between wage rates and living 
costs Was narrowed alinost to the fad- 
ing point. Since 1921 hourly wage 
rates of organized workers have been 
going consistently up, with the excep- 
tion of a break in 1922, while cost 
of living has not varied sharply. 

‘Today the average union wag 
rate in the United States will buy 
37.1 per cent more of living on the 
1913 standard than it would in 1913. 
The figures for 1925 cover 717,916 
workers distributed through 66 of the 
principal cities and 78 trades.” 

All this refers to the wages of or- 
ganized labor. jut what of unor- 
ganized labor. (Complete figures are 
not available. But the department 
has made some effort to find out and 
has examined a few industries. But 
first of all it must be remembered 
that the unorganized laborers were 
getting very much less than the union- 
ized laborers in 1913. Therefore when 
we say that there is a gain of 26.3 
per cent in the purchasing power of 
the wages of unorganized labor we 
will see that they are still very much 
behind their organized brothers. 

Average Wage. 

The average wage of trade union- 
ists covered by the investigation of 
1913, Mr. Stewart explained, was 
45.9c an hour as against $1.09 an 
hour in 1924. For a striking con- 
trast, Mr. Stewart pointed out that 
the average wage in the cotton mills 
in 1913 was 14.8e as against 37.2 
en hour in 1924. It will thugs be seen, 
Mr. Stewart stated, that textile fac- 
tory labor started at the base period 


‘on a very much lower level of wages, 


which necessarily sustained a lower 
standard of living. It was on the 
basis of that lower standard that sub- 
sequent changes in purchasing power 
were calculated. The hourly rates of 
workers in woolen mills increased 201 
per cent over the rates in 1913, mak- 
ing an index number in 1924 of 501. 
Since the cost of living increised 70.7 
per cent, making an index number of 
170.7, the apparent purchasing power 
of the wage rates measured in terms 
of the 1913 standard of living reflect- 
ed a clear gain of 26.3 per cent. 

All this seems to indicate that 
while there may be @ field for extena- 
ing union activities to unorgani
